TO  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS  OF 
THE  BOROUGH  OE  MACCLESFIELD. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  December,  1955. 

The  estimated  population  shows  an  increase  of  830  over 
that  of  1954,  but  the  excess  of  deaths  over  births  is  disquiet¬ 
ing  when  it  is  remembered  that  in  the  whole  period  1939-1954, 
deaths  exceeded  births  by  only  57. 

This  is  probably  not  a  fair  criterion,  for  it  cannot  make 
allowance  for  the  families  from  Manchester  and  Salford 
whose  influence  on  the  birth  rate  will  not  be  shown  im¬ 
mediately. 

Births,  indeed,  show  a  decrease  of  15  from  last  year, 
giving  a  birth  rate  of  12.74.  Deaths  from  all  causes  show  an 
increase  over  1954  of  21,  due  almost  entirely  to  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  female  deaths  from  heart  disease. 

Infant  deaths  are  one  less  than  last  year,  only  four  of 
which  were  due  to  prematurity  or  congenital  malformations. 

623  cases  of  Infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the 
year,  447  of  Measles  and  95  Whooping  Cough.  There  were  17 
deaths,  all  from  Pneumonia.  No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were 
notified. 
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The  number  of  visits  for  Housing  purposes  has  this  year 
more  than  doubled.  This  represents  only  a  part  of  the  work 
which  has  gone  into  housing  with  so  far  virtually  nothing  to 
show  for  it.  Once  it  became  apparent  that  no  provision  was 
being  made  for  re-housmg  from  slum  property  the  urgent 
realism  of  slum  clearance  m  Macclesfield  ceased  to  exist. 

Inspection  of  cafes  and  food  shops  show  a  small  in¬ 
crease,  though  when  it  is  realised  that  more  than  two 
hundred  such  premises  exist,  supervision  seems  hardly 
excessive. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  and  to  the  Officials  and  staff  of  m}^  own  and 
other  Departments  of  the  Corporation.

The  total  numbers  of  live  births  and  of  deaths  of  residents 
in  the  Borough  during  1955  were  462  and  534  respectively. 
These  figures  show  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births  of  72.  In 
1954  there  was  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births  of  36. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  12.74  is  lower  by  0.73  than  for  1954. 

The  Death  Rate  of  14.73  shows  an  increase  of  0.33  com¬ 
pared  with  the  rate  for  1954.

While  the  general  death  rate  shows  an  increase,  the 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  34.63  per  1,000  live  births,  shows  a 
decrease  of  3.10  over  1954. 

16  deaths  occurred  during  1955.  3  are  accounted  for  by 
Pneumonia,  4  Prematurity,  1  Meningitis,  2  Eilteritis,  3 
Congenital  Malformations,  and  3  other  cause. 

Of  these  infant  deaths  one  was  illegitimate. 

Table  1  shows  the  ages  and  causes  of  death. 

In  one  case  the  cause  of  death  was  established  by  post¬ 
mortem  exanqination. 


Neo- Natal  Death  Rate 


The  number  of  infant  deaths  during  the  first  four  weeks 
of  life  was  8  as  compared  with  10  in  1954.  This  makes  the 
death  rate  per  1,000  live  births  17.31.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


Scarlet  Fever 

During  the  year  1955,  33  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
notified  and  16  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
In  1954,  36  cases  were  notified  and  24  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Diphtheria 

During  1955  no  notifications  of  Diphtheria  were  receive'l. 

Iminunization 

Since  1939  when  immunization  on  a  general  scale  against 
Diphtheria  was  adopted  in  Macclesfield,  11,598  children  have 
been  inoculated.  Analysis  shews  that  at  the  31st  December, 
1955,  there  have  been  treated  1,675  children  of  pre-school  age 
and  4,089  belonging  to  the  5 — 15  age  group,  the  remaining 
5,834  being  over  15  years. 

These  figures  are  shewn  in  tabular  form  (see  Table  V) 
according  to  the  various  age  groups  for  1939  onwards.  Thus 
the  figures  for  those  children  0 — 5  are  shewn  for  each  year  to 
the  right  of  the  top  thick  line,  while  those  of  schoolchildren 
5 — 15  years  are  given  between  the  two  thick  lines,  those  below 
the  lower  left  line  being  over  15  at  the  date  mentioned.  Adjust¬ 
ments  have  been  made  in  reaching  the  final  figures  for  those 
children  of  4  plus,  who  during  the  year  continue  to  pass  from 
the  pre-school  to  the  school  group,  and  also  for  those  of  14 
plus,  who  have  reached  their  fifteenth  birthday,  and  are 
therefore  excluded  from  the  5 — 15  school  group. 

Enteric  Fever 

No  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

20  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during  the 
year,  19  from  West  Park  Hospital. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatcrum 

No  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  during 
the  year. 
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Erysipelas 

No  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified. 


Dysentery 

5  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  in  the  Borough.  Last 
year  4  notifications  were  received. 

Acute  Pneumcnia 

During  the  year  19  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified, 
ihe  total  for  1954  was  20  cases. 

Measles 

447  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  compared  with 
205  last  year. 


Whooping  Gough 

95  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  compared  with 
51  last  year. 


Tuberculosis 

13  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  3  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary 
I'uberculosis  were  notified,  compared  with  15  Pulmonary  and 
3  Non-Pulmonary,  a  total  of  18  last  year. 

All  these  cases  received  Sanatorium  or  Hospital 
treatment. 


Poliomyelitis 

4  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  and 
were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 


Food  Poisoning 

No  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified. 


Scabies 

Hurdsfield  House  Treatment  Centre  continued  to  be  used 
as  the  treatment  centre  for  cases  of  scabies,  but  no  treatments 
were  given  during  the  year.

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EXAMINATION  OF  MILK— 1955 


During  the  year,  31  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination  as  to  their  Cleanliness  and  Keeping  Quality. 

1.  Accredited  Milk,  Two  samples  of  accredited  milk 
were  examined  and  reported  to  be  clean  and  wholesome,  and 
passed  the  tests  prescribed  by  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Order,  1936. 

2.  Pasteunsed  and  Sterilised  Milk.  11  samples  of 
such  milk  were  examined  and  proved  to  be  of  wholesome 
character,  and  passed  the  required  standard. 

3.  Undesignated  Milk,  Of  3  samples  examined  all  were 
satisfactory  from  the  point  of  view  of  cleanliness  or  keeping 
quality. 

4.  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk.  15  samples  were  taken,  all 
of  which  passed  the  required  standard. 


THE  TOWNES  WATER  SUPPLY 

1.  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory 
in  quality,  but  to  maintain  a  sufficient  quantity  it  was 
necessary  to  supplement  supplies  by  pumping  from  a  river 
outside  the  catchment  area  during  part  of  November  and  the 
whole  of  December. 

2.  The  periodical  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw 
and  filtered  water  are  made  by  the  Borough  Engineer,  and 
periodical  samples  of  water  are  taken  and  analysed  by  the 
Public  Analyst,  from  the  consumers’  taps. 

3.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

4.  No  specific  contamination  has  been  identified  but  the 
Corporation  has  taken  all  possible  steps  to  avoid  pollution  by 
acquiring  control  of  the  whole  of  the  Gathering  Grounds  to 
Trentabank  and  to  Ridgegate  Reservoirs. 

5.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  houses  and 
farms,  above  the  level  of  the  gravity  supply,  the  whole  of  the 
dwelling  houses  within  the  Borough  are  supplied  direct  from 
public  water  mains.  There  are  no  standpipe  supplies.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  annual  report  of 
the  work  of  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year  1955 : — 

The  survey  of  housing  conditions  as  required  by  the 
Ministry,  was  carried  out,  in  addition  to  the  normal  work  of 
the  department,  and  is  the  reason  for  a  substantial  increase 
in  the  number  of  visits  made  to  dwellinghouses. 

Food  shops,  Cafes,  Kitchens  and  Food  Preparation 
Premises  have  received  increased  attention  during  the  year. 
On  many  occasions  the  advice  of  inspectors  has  been  sought 
by  shopkeepers,  resulting  in  improved  premises  and 
equipment.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  carcases  of  13,524  animals  were  mspected  during  the 
year,  100  per  cent,  inspection  was  carried  out  at  the  two 
slaughterhouses  operating  in  the  borough  and  the  continued 
co-operation  with  the  Butchery  trade  was  again  in  evidence. 

As  the  return  to  private  slaughtering  has  now  become 
more  stabilised  it  is  possible  to  divide  the  butchers  into  two 
categories  ;  those  slaughtering  in  the  borough  (24)  and  those 
buying  from  wholesale  supplies  (40). 

The  disposal  of  condemn-ed  meat  and  offals  still  continues 
to  operate  safely  and  smoothly  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  of  Stockport. 

From  the  statistics  shown  it  is  evident  that  the  inspection 
of  carcases  is  of  the  utmost  importance  having  regard  to  the 
high  incidence  of  tuberculosis  among  food  animals,  cows  in 
particular.

This  duty  places  upon  the  department  a  considerable 
amount  of  administrative  work  in  connection  with  the  weekly 
cattle  auction  and  the  movement  of  animals  under  licences 
issued  from  the  Public  Health  Office. 

From  time  to  time  new  legislation  is  introduced  to  deal 
with  a  specific  type  of  disease  and  between  May  and 
September  special  measures  became  necessary  to  deal  with 
the  increased  incidence  of  Swine  Fever.  During  this  period 
some  628  licences  were  issued  or  received  to  cover  the  move¬ 
ment  of  2,220  pigs  and  in  82  cases  a  special  visit  was  made 
before  movement  could  be  authorised.  The  movement  of 
animals  into  the,  Borough  calls  for  joint  action  with 
adjoining  County  Authorities  and  a  high  standard  of 
co-operation  was  enjoyed,  in  particular  with  the  Cheshire 
Constabulary.

Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

Work  in  this  field  is  conducted  mainly  behind  the  scenes 
and  rarely  comes  to  the  notice  of  the  Public,  but  it  is,  how¬ 
ever,  an  important  and  essential  measure  in  safeguarding 
the  health  of  the  community. 

During  the  year  new  poisons  have  proved  their  worth  in 
the  eradication  of  rats  and  mice,  and  in  addition  to  their 
increased  toxic  powers  are  not  harmful  to  humans  and 
domestic  animals  unless  taken  in  considerable  quantity. 

The  department  has  also  dealt  with  numerous  insect  pest 
infestations,  including  wasps,  flies,  ants,  cockroaches,  bed 
bugs,  fleas,  etc.,  and  regular  spraying  of  the  refuse  tip  has 
been  carried  out.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

On  the  24th  of  January  Mr.  A.  Gibson  commenced  his 
duties  as  Cleansing  F'oreman,  having  previously  worked  in 
the  Department  for  seven  years,  and  has  been  employed  in 
all  aspects  of  the  work. 

During  the  year  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  has 
been  a  noticeable  improvement  in  the  conduct  of  the 
employees  of  the  Cleansing  Section. 

The  general  purpose  vehicle  has  been  sold  by  tender, 
after  having  been  in  service  since  1944.  A  reorganisation  was 
carried  out,  one  of  the  Dennis  side-loaders  was  relegated  to 
general  purpose  work,  and  a  second  S  &  D  Fore/Aft  Tipper 
purchased  to  take  its  place  on  the  ash  round.  This  vehicle  is 
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of  a  larger  capacity  than  the  side-loaders  and  reduces  the 
number  of  journeys  each  day  to  the  tip. 

The  year  showed  a  very  satisfactory  increase  in  the 
amount  of  paper  salvage  collected,  which  necessitated  the 
purchase  of  a  further  electric  baling  press.  A  “Crawford” 
baler  was  installed  in  December,  this  has  eliminated  the 
complete  stoppage  of  work  which  used  to  take  place  when 
a  breakdown  occurred  on  our  only  baler. 

Reclamation  of  land  at  Congleton  Road  for  playing  fields 
has  continued,  the  first  two  sections  being  completed  and  the 
third  section  being  started  during  November.  The  original 
level  has  in  places  been  raised  as  much  as  nine  feet  and  it  is 
estimated  that  33,000  tons  of  refuse  has  been  disposed  of  in 
this  manner.
